FIVE ARE CHILDREN 


Father Stammers Story 


Before Passing Away 


SHELBY, Jan. 3.— A mother, a 


father and their five children were 
burned to death today when, fire, 
caused by a stove explosion, swept 
their tiny two-room house here. 


The victims of the tragedy 


were: James Miller, 27, a section 
hand on the Big Four railroad. 


Mrs. 
James Miller, 26, his wife. 


Five children of the couple, 


ranging from two days to eight 
years. 


The explosion, followed by fire, 


occurred about three o'clock this 
morning as Miller was kindling 
the stove in the house. It was be- 
lieved he attempted to start a 
blaze with the use of kerosene and 
the explosion followed 


OTHERS ASLEEP 


Mrs. 
Miller and her five children 


were asleep in the room at the 
time the blast let loose. None of 
them was believed to have had 
time to escape. 


Miller succeeded in fleeing from 


the house to spread a warning of 
the fire, but he was so seriously 
burned he died a few hours later. 


The house which the Millers oc- 


cupied was a two-room, one-story 
frame structure located in the 
northeast section of town. 


Flames enveloped the structure 


within a few -minutes after the 
explosion. The building was prac- 
tically laid to ashes before fire- 
men could reach, the scene. 


Miller, seriously injured by the 


exploding stove, ran 
screaming 


from the house, leaving a track of 
blood as. he raced to the home of 
neighbors to give an alarm. 


With his fists, he beat on the 


windows at the first house, crying, 
"Fire! Fire!" 
In a panic when his calls weren't 


immediately answered, he yelled, 
"Burglars! Murder!" to arouse
